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THE SANDHU RST OF THE SA LVATION ARMY. 

How Salvation Army Officers are Trained-

IHE ARMY OFFICER in charge of the district to 
which the boy or girl belongs, directs their Bible 
-Studies, se]ects, for instance, certain portions of 
. Scripture for special reading, and tests the young 
**"'!*"y® knowledge by means of easy question-papers, 
in this manner it is possible to judge to some extent whether they 
have the Hcsessary qualifications for such service as The Salvation 
Atjjijt requires. If it is found that tlie would-be Officers' capa- 
cities -dp jiot lie in that direction, they are told so, and with very 
rare exceptipna they resign tliemsclves to joining those who march 
loyally along with the rank and file, willing to follow in all 
ob^ltence if they cannot lead. The majority, meanwhile, pass on 
10 Cfeptcin ior a year's training. There they are taught first and 
joremwt now divine a thing it is to ser\-e Christ, the Master, and 
ho^ marveliotis a privilege to be allowed to do His work on earth. 
There they also learn to "search the Scriptures" and to look for 
the underlying meaning in each of the old, old stories; to read into 
every chapter the purpose for which it was given to mankind. The 
Cadet&are taught by Officers of their, own sex, and it is strangely 
interesting to go and listen in their class-rooms to one of the lec- 
tures that concern themselves so little with theological and doc- 
trinal points, and are so full of the simple spirit of Christ and 
Christianity. 

Severail times a week a special lecture is given by the head of 
the Training Home, Commissioner Howard, one of the staff of 
tried and trusted Officers whose exceptional intellectual qualities 
have been put at the lifelong service of God and the Army. If 
. j'pu should happen to be present at one of these lectures you will 
have the 'opportunity of witnessing as extraordinary and as joyful 
;i sight as you ' are ever likely to see in connection with any army 
under the sun. 

Tbelectore Soom-a Pea ncture. 

The hall is filled with Cadets, rather more than half of the 
five hundred young people being girls. AU wear the Army 
uniform pa few in the front rows liave tambourines and trumpets. 
Qiiittly, -attentively they sit, note-books and hynui-books in hand, 
with their fresh young faces turned to the platform, above which 
iiangs a life-sized portrait of General Booth. The Commissioner 
enters, -and with liini the teachers, who take shorthand notes of 
ihe -lecture, and some of the Officers holding important positions 
:it the Training Home. Perhaps a stranger from some other 
training-home in the Colonies or on the Continent, in which young 
Oiiicers are being trained for service in various parts of the world, 
is also present on the platform as a visitor, taking an object lesson 
lliat will serve liiin when he goes back to his own Cadets. 

The casual visitor to me of tlie.tc lectures will probably first 
nnd foremost . be strnck liy the extraordinary sense of joyon.s 
vivacity that meets him as he enters the room, and never leaves 
him till the last shout from five hundred young throats has been 
jriven, as the lecturer retires. It is perfectly natural, this happy, 
spirited eigeniess; indeed, it is infectious, and commiuiicates itself 
to you as it by magic even before the actual lecture begins. A 
.'■omething incKi^licable in the faces of tho.'^e assembled on the 
platform seems to sugge-^t that they have just received a piece of 
ilehghtfti! news. .They have the looks of men who are starting 
fjn some great and wonderful enterprise, or those who are about 
lo embark on a particularly attractive pleasure trip. It is not 
ri^ligtotts ecstasy or anything like it. and is as far removed from 
itie self-conscious platform manner as is iiie doctrine of The Salva- 
'ion Arniv from that of the .\iitrlican Ritualist, this air of frank 
.md lijiht-hearted enjoyment. The Cadets respond to it instaii- 
tancousily. 

Heatt-Stiniog MMiuiU.^ 

Thore Is a shout of wefco'me; au answering shout to the easy, 
jjleasantv ^sJTBLting of the lecturer, anxl- a inoinent later the tam- 
honrines rattle, the tntnipct.s sound, the piaub leads, and from the 
pIatiorm.3ind.the hall there rises in great an<l joyful l^ume one of 
the AriiYS tuneful, jubilant hymns. The air seems to quiver^and 
tho-Toof'to shake with it; there is not a bcmg ni Uic room but 
lutns v\ith -all his heart and all his voice, and for sheer rousing 
i-fifcct I hav^e .never heard-the like of it except at a mass meeting 
of the same happy warriors of 
whom these- young pcpple pre- 
sent a tiny. section. So inay the. 
Tsraciitcs haw sung when they 



made "a joyful noise before the Lord," and so, one imagines, the 
greatest of battle-lords have led their followers to victory in the 
olden days before warfare had been developed to the exact science 
in which natural enthusiasm can no longer find a place. 

After the hymu coines a prayer, not from the platform, but' 
from somewhere in the student ranks. It is uttered by a girlish 
voice, a voice strong dnd clear and calin; it is perfectly simple, and 
has not a single one of those set phrases that make the average 
extempore prayer at religious meetings and services so unspeak- 
ably dreary and ineffective. But it has the same ring of sincerity 
which is in the voice and speech of the child as it speaks to its 
earthly father. For so the Army cadet is taught to pray, in all 
simplicity of heart, and with a perfect assu4-ance that God hears 
and answers prayer. The sight of all those young men and 
women, kneeling with closed eyes and upturned faces while one 
of them expresses the prayers of all, is very touching, and all the' 
more attractive because there is no sign of the frenzy which is the 
distinguishing feature of nearly every other religious service as 
animated and as eager as this. 

Scrubbing, Studies and Slinn Work. 

Next comes the lecture, a discourse of the simplest kind, but 
given in a manner which, over and above supplying practical 
instruction, supplies incidentally' a lesson in the art of public 
speaking that has its own great value. Thus an hour brimful of 
. life and the joy of living and learning is filled, and a ' little later 
the same students may be seen in their class-rooms, note-book 
and Bible before them, receiving instruction from other teachers> 
That same morning, before they began their lessons, they have 
done all the housework, each nian and maid taking a part, and an 
hour later you are quite likely to see auinc of them cleaning t'l^- 
steps outside the main entrance, while in the afternoon they go 
out in battalions, learning to do the practical work which forms 
so important a part of their soldiership — the field work, as it is 
called, or, in other words, the work among the very poor, who 
need help and advice and sympathy as much almost in the affairs 
of this life as in those of the life to come. 

In the daily routiner of the Training Home, however, there is 
nothing particularly romantic. It is arranged with the genius for 
organization which distinguishes all Salvation Army institutions, 
but which is also found in the best schools and colleges, of other 
denominations. But, as in every department of the Army, the 
romanfce lies hidden below the surface, a romance of the past, the 
present, and the future. That of the future is contained in the 
fact that every one of the young lives will be devoted, consecrated 
to the service of God as expressed in the unceasing service of the 
poorest, the vilest, the most ignorant of His children ; that toil 
Mid labour, poverty and humiliation, loneliness and weariness will 
be their lot while life lasts, and that they accept these conditions 
voluntarily, nay, that they welcome them, calling themselves 
hlessed and privileged so to serve the Master, 

A Uoiverslty of Humanity. 

The romance of the present is the outcome of the romance of 
the past. The Trainhig Home, with its. orderly ways, its spotless 
t-lc^uliness, its" snflficicney of simple, wholesome food; its slithering- 
peace, and, above all, with its element of kindly human fellowship 
and the comradeship wherein one ■ and all are pressing forward 
to the same goal, forins Eogreat.a contrast to the past lives of most 
of the students as to represent to tbcm, in its bare homeliness, a 
«pot of idyllic charm and beauty. 

'When discii.ssing some branches of the work of The Salvation 
Army,. General Booth, iu spf^king of the Clapton Training Ho'me,. 
said oil one -occasion i*^' You have schools'of art; you have colleges 
of music, you have 'universities, where- men and women- of the 
better classes arc taught those' things .which will make them' a help 
id the xiommunity -and a grace to society.' Now.,^ wliy'notj I say, a 
University of Humanity' That" is what I want to make our train- 
'ng school — a university, where consecrated men and women can- 
learn how Jjest to serve their -fellow men -and -women."

O understand properly 
the. condition of things 
at Kertch when the 
72nd landed there we 
must see what had 
happened previously. 

Under _the command of Sir 
George Brown, a large force of 
Jlritish troops had been despatch- 
ed to the place to capture the 
Kussian forts and destroy wbat- 
eier munitions of war and stores 
of provisions were fonnd there. 
Seven thousand French" troops 
and five thousand Turks ^Iso 
formed part of the expeditionary 
force 

Their success was complete 
and mjiid. The forts defending 
the Straits of Kertch were forced 
after a feeble resistance on the 
]Kirt of the Russians. The maga- 
7inc!> or the enemy were blown 
np by their own hands, and all 
their deserted gims, together with 
vast stores of grain, fell into the 
hands nf the allies. The Britisli 
gunboats then scoured the Sea bf- 
Azn\ , and in four days destroyed 
245 Russian .vessels employed in 
carrjmg provisions to the troops' 
in ■{!!!• Crimea. 

Upon the landing of the allies 
the Russian forces in 'Kertch fled 
)ivtthoiit strifcinsr, '•..blov?^ ar**^;-- 
ni<niij-.r ^r.xJn^fnn^bitant; hastily 
gatiiering together such property . 
as they could, followed them. The 
Tartars, the Jews, and a few' of ' 
the poorer Russians remained be- 
hind, and when the Allies entered 
the town they made their submis- 
sion by offering bread and salt 
to the conquerors, "according to 
the Russian custom. They were 
assured that they would be pro- 
tected and their lives and pro- 
perty spared. Then the Allies 
moved on to Yenikalc, leaving 
only a small number of soldiers 
to guard the town. A few hours 
later a number of Turks who had 
fallen out of the line of march, 
came back and began to pillage 
the houses. Not content with 
smashing furniture and carrjrfng 
off all the small articles they 
could, they l>egaft to commit the 
most atrocious'crimcs. The Tar- 
tars in the town hailed the ap- 
pearance" of these bloodthirsty 
wretches with delight and }ed 
them from house to house, point- 
ing out as victims those who had 
incurred their disUke. The French 
patrols tried to prcser\'e order, 
and succeeded to some extent, 
but not till they had killed and 
wounded several Turks and Tar- 
tars. One miscerant was shot as 
lie cauit down the street in , 
triumph waving a sword- -wet 
with lhe,b!ood-tjf a poor child 
whom he had hacked to pieces. 
Others were *lain in the very act 
of committing horrible outrages. 
Some were borne off wounded to 
tlw prtson-tjr hospital, and' at last 
f«spect iot life was established by -

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A New Re4 Star bas kfptueL 

The attention of astroncmers 
is being' directed 'td a new star 
ivhtch has suddenly blazed forth 
in the Milky Way in the constel- 
lation of Lacerta. It w.as first 
noticed by the Rev. T. E. Espin 
of To'.vlaw, Durham, on Decem- 
ber 30, who is shown in our pic- 
ture with hir telescope, accord- 
ing to the London sphefe. Imme- 
diate steps were taken- at the 
Koyal Observatory, Greenwich, 
to keeji the new star under vig- 
ilant or>servaiion. The Milky 
Way often affords examples of 
thcFf new stars: it is genentlEy 
stipp Jsc'J tliat one of the faint 
stars of this vast constellation 
passes in its orbit through diffus- 
ed nebnlosities. and shows by its 
violent superficial activity that ^ 
rc£r5tat!':e has been offered to its 
projjress through space., These 
temporary stars are vastly re- 
mote, for none iiave shown a per- 
ceptible parallax. The new star 
is easily recognized by its red 
colour. It will be known as Nova 
l.acertne as it lies in that constel- 
lation and forms the apex of an 
e<(iiihteral triangle (approxim- 
ately) of which the base is the 
line joining a and "b Lactertae in 
the south border of the Milky 

Way.

Dwarf 2ad Giant Bees« 

In some of the East Indian Is- 
lands and on tiic mainland of 
l^indnstan arc to be found the 
smallest race of honey bees in 
the world. These dwarf honey 
collectors are known to entomo- 
logists as Apis florca. Their 
fioney combs are no larger than 
a ciiiUt's hand, and the cells are 
about the size of a small pin head. 
This honey is excellent, as is the 
u-a.f. The little creatures build the 
combs on the branch pf a low 
tree, and as they have not to pro- 
vide for winter they work all the 
year through, raising broods like 
tliemselvcs. 

In the same land there is a race 
of giant bees as large as a field 
cricket. These monsters of the 
bee world build honey combs 
that are from 6 to 7 feet in length, 
4 or more in width, and which 
weigh from three to four hundred 
pound;; each.

Canada and West Indies. 

In an address recently given 
at Toronto, President Falconer 
of the University of Toronto 
mpde the suggestion that the 
heavy expenditure for the civil 
list in the West Indies might be 
considerably reduced by letting, 
the Governor-General of Canada 
be also the Governor-General of 
the W'est Indies. 

He pointed out that the condi- 
tion which debarred the West In- 
dies from further dropping her 
tariff in favor of Canada was that 
that there was a Governor repre- 
senting Great Britain in -each of 
the small islands and a highly- 
paid staff to look after the de- 
partments of agriculture, public 
works, etc. The expenses were, 
therefore, very heavy, and be 
thought that if the recent action' 
in placing Sir Daniel Morris at 
the. head of the Department of 
Agriculture for all the islands 
were followed in the case of the 
other departments, and if Lieu- 
tenant-Governors at smaller sal- 
aries were substituted for the" 
, Governors, the islands would be 
in a better position to offer trade 
advantages. He thought that if 
the Governor-General's Council 
were situated in Ottawa the rela- 
tions of Canada and the West 
Indies would be emphasized as 
they are not to-day. 

The strategical importance of 
the islands as standing at the 
gateway of South America, the 
greatest undeveloped continent 
of the world, their possibilities as 
a centre for transshipment with 
the completion of the Panama 
Canal, the need of the develop- 
ment of a more up-to-date sys- 
tem of ocean transportation, and 
communication with Catiada, and 
.'the. good results that would . fol- 
low the establishment of social 
and educational irelationships, 
.were dealt >rith ii> detail by the 
speaker. '.

The Philistine still 
dwells in the laud, and the 
enemies who once had it all their 
own way still disturb your peace. 
At times they overcome you." 
bring you into coudemnation. and 
threaten totally to subdue and 
bring you again into bondage. 
We need not enumerate those 
enemies. You know Ihcm only 
too well — anger, malice, pride, 
envy, lust, aud tlic hke. .-Ul the 
land, that is, all your heart and 
life was once their own, and fain 
would they have it back again.

able to make us stand, aud not 
only to stand but to run aud not 
be weary, to walk and not faint.

— AVc came into 
tlic world with luiiids and bodies 
diseased and deranged as the re- 
sult of siu. Our l"at tiers, a good 
way back, have eaten sour 
grapes, and the ehitdrcn's teeth 
have been set upon an edge. We 
reap — in our imperfect memories 
aud damaged 'perceptions and 
emaciated and diseased bodies^ 
the iTsult of their Iran.sgressioiis 
and also of our own. Hence, 
mentally, we .ire prone to make 
mistakes, all sorts of mistakes; 
while, bodily, the worship we 
give and the service we render to 
•tie Gi-eat God of Heaven is 
marred and disfigured. But these 
initrmities cannot justly be ac- 
i-ountod sins. 1 cannot condemn 
myself for what I cannot help. If 
1 "have a crook in my leg or a 
twist in my eye, no power can 
make nic blame myself for my 
limping gait or ni|f defective 
vision.- They arc infirmities and 
not sins — infirmities which ren- 
der my service all imperfect con- 
trasted with the pure service of 
perfect beings, but which imper- 
fection is more than met and cov- 
ered by the all-atoning sacrifice 
of my Saviour. 

The requirements our loving 
Father makes upon his children 
are graduated to their ability. 
]f 1 am strong 1 must serve with 
my streiiglli; if I am weak, ac- 
cording to my weakness. If I 
am wise I must servo with my. 
wisdom; if 1 am ignorant, accord- 
ing to the little light 1 possess. 
If 1 have ten talents I must use 
eveiry one of them; if I have only- 
one that -one must be made the 
most nf for His glory and the 
good of souls. "Thou shall love 
the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart." Tliereforc. whether it be, 
a big heart or a little heart, so 
that it be laid on the altar, and 
filled with His love; whether in 
this sense it be a perfect or an 
imperfect heart, He will be con- 
tent. The work may be very im- 
perfect, but if the eye has been 
single aud the intention pure, if 
the worker has been perfectly 
offered and sprinkled and acecpl- 
cd, God will be pleased and satis- 
fled, and say, amidst the plaudits 
of EuigcLs. "Well done, thou good 
and faithful servant." — From

•^Commissioner Rees is past 
middle age, but erect and soldier- 
ly and intensely in earnest. He 
came here in the same office as 
at present 20 years ago, but was 
here only 20 months when be 
went lo .Africa to extend the 
Work there, where there only 28 
million of the SIO million natives 
have heard the Gospel. Then for 
eight and a half years he was 
with the Training School and so- 
cial work in London, and also. 
served iu Sweden. From there 
he was asked lo go to Australia 
and Xcw Zealand, but owiufr to 
his wife's health that appoint- 
ment was cancelled, and he came 
back to Canada. 

"He brought greetings from the 
veleran. General Booth, who 
though 82 years old. intends lo. 
visit Canada again this year. The 
.Army is now carrying on its ' 
work in 57 countries, and it is 
now being extended lo China. 

"'The lesson of The Salvation 
Army is: It shows what can be 
accomplished by the dedication' 
of one life,' said Mr. Rees. He 
was converted when he was 30 
years of age lo the Army, and 
has been assaulted many times 
for the faitli. 

"Addresses of appreciation and 
encouragement were given by 
Sheriff Cameron and E. T. Es- 
sery, and there was a musical 
programme by the London and 
St. Thomas bands."

Comrades; did lie say? the men 
asked themselves, ,\li. that was 
(he key -comrades — and if, open- 
ed the door fn every prisoner's 
lieart. .\s is his \is\sal way, Ihe 
Ouiiinis.'iioiii'i' used plenty of apt 
iiliisl rations to drive home liis 
exhortations and advice. One 
must be given. 

When in South .Africa, the 
Cnmmissioner had the great pri- 
vilege of addressing some four 
hundred prisoners— many oi 
them eoloured — in the Bfocmfoii- 
fein .Jail, to which he was eoii- 
diiefcd by the .\eting-Prc.-;idenl 
of tlic Orange Free State. .At the 
close of the nieefiiig one man, 
doing a life sentence, went to the 
front of the chapel and got saved. 
Tie afterwards in'ovcd the worlli 
of his conversion and lived such 
an exemplary life that release 
was granted him within a eoiii- 
pnralively short lime. Ten years 
after the meeting the Commis- 
sioner was at the Internalional 
■ Congress in London, and one day 
was touched on the shoulder hy 
a big, bronze-faced fellow, wear- 
ing a .sergeant's .stripes. It was 
the man who got sa\cd in the 
prison, now Scrgcant-Major of 
the Bloemfontcin Corps! 

"God can do wonders with yon 
men," said the Commissioner in 
closing. "How many will give 
Him your all Ibis night— stand?" 

Instantly a lad stopd up; then 
anolher, and all over the Chapel 
men, of alt ages, and 'colours too, 
gave that sign ot decision for 
Christ. 

The benediction wais pronounc- 
ed by the CommiEsioher,' and 
then, to the strains of the 
"Ghtistchurch" .march by the 
Baud, the. hundreds of men «- 
turned to their..eclls. By their 
faces afid- their gait one would 
judge that they went back hap- 
pier tiian they- had done for 
many a long day. . Tis Certain 
that the Commissioner and the 
Staff Band cannot come tob ofU^ti 
for them!

The "Awakening of China. 

' ■ III 

A Remarkable Picture of the New 
CrviKzed Empire of the East, 




ccntrrieb. 




iWEXTY years ago 
people were discussing 
"what would happen 
when China awakened 
from her long sleep of 
"To-daj- the awaken- 
ing'lias come," says Dr. Morri- 
foii, a man who has had great 
opportunities of observing the 
movements taking place in 
t tiina. "New life lias breathed 
on this \'ast Empire," he con- 
*"tUcs. "Her statesmen have be- 
come convinced — reluctantly con- 
1 meed, some of them — that if 
< hina is to retain her place among 
independent powers she must be 
piodernized. The people are more 
and more realizing that the com- 
ing of change means also the 
(.oming of national and social 
g.iin. The land that once oppos- 
c^I all railroad construction has 
n'>w several thousand miles of 
lailroad open. Daily newspapers 
arc published in every capital city 
in the Empire to meet the neiv 
desire for wider knowledge. Au- 
tocratic government is being 
Sradnaily supplanted by a. modi- 
fied form of constitutional gov- 
'■■■nment. The old educational sys- 
tem han gone, and in its place 
\\ cstern learning has been intro- 
iliiced. The old type of "brave," 
armed with antiquated weapons, 
ii being superseded by trained 
~ "^ildiers equipped with Eurooean 
rifles and quick-firing guns. Chin- 
ese commerce has taken an up- 
leap. New source? of \yealth 
have been opened. 

The Cfaang« in Peking. 

' "Perhaps the best evidence of 
the change that has come over 
«. hina is to be seen in Peking it- 
self. Contrast the city of to-day 
w ith the Peking before the Boxer 
rebellion ten years ago. Then, 
foieign houses were few. The 
streets were among the worst in 
the world. They were simply, 
mdde by throwing up earth from 
either sfdc of the roadway and 
.^levelling it. " They had no founda- 
tion, and the pits from which the 
earth was taken soon became 
mere mudholes. After th« rains, 
carts could scarcely be dragged 
Through the mud; and ponies had 
to move warily lest they should 
be swallowed up. Sir Robert 
Hart remembers the case of a 
coolie who was drowned in the 
mud of a main street. JThe broad 
thoroughfares were narrowed by 
lines of booths on either side. As 
the Eoropean walked along he 
was frequently expo-sed to insult. 
There were no police. A number 
of Yamftn runners,' rascals attach- 
ed to the minor magisterial 
courts, were supposed to do po- 
lice duty. . Often enough they 
worked in conjunction with crim- 
inals,, and lived by blackmail. . In 
th(^ prisKHis, mediaeval tortures 
.were still employed for the ex- 
traction of evidence or the ad- 
missioiilH '^ilt. . . , 



summer palace in a motor-car 
along a broad macadamized thor- 
oughfare, lit by electricity and 
guarded by uniformed and dis- 
ciplined police who are stationed 
at regular intervals along the liuc 
of route, directing the traffic. 
There is no more fear of insult in 
the streets of Peking than in Loii- 
flon The LsgstioKS arc mostlv 
housed in palaces, erected since 
.1900. There are banks, British. 
French, German. ^Russian, and 
Japanese, fit for Lombard street. 
There is a considerable foreign 
community, including two thou- 
sand foreign troops. The num- 
ber of foreign-built houses used 
as private residences is increas- 
■ ing. and wcll-tordb Chinese are 
beginning to live in them more 
and more. Even Prince Pu Lun, 
<who on two occasions was re- 
garded as the probable successor 
to the Imoerial throne, lives to- 
day in a foreign-built house. In 
the snmmer palace itself there is 
a foreign-built reception pavilion. 

Chinese Know Us Better. 

''The Chinese arc coming In 
know us better. The old fables 
about the mi.ssionarj-. for ex- 
ample, tliat he stole children, mur- 
dered them and used their eyes 
and hearts for medicine, are now 
realized to be untrue. The mis-' 
sionar}' lives openly among the 
people; he is as a rule a tactful 
man, careful to study local senti- 
ment ; his example and his teach- 
ing an^Hiis medical work have 
.accomplished untold goo<l. Rail- 
ways were a foreign iimovation 
long bitterly opposed. In the dis- 
trict between Peking and Han-- 
kow. traversed by the Peking- 
Hankow railway, the farmer finds 
that where Hn old times, when 
transit was slow and costly, his 
market was limited to his own im- 
mediate neighbourhood, lie has 
now the great markets of Peking 
and Hankow open to him. His 
eggs, formerly worth only two or 
three cash, now bring him in six 
or seven cash apiece. He can sell 
his pigs and his poultrj' and other 
prdouce at- prices formerly un- 
dreamt of. 

China's New Army.

"The -new Army is another 
proof of the centralization of 
power. The Chinese soldier of 
to-day is a wholly different man 
from his fellow of even ten years 
ago. A remarkable reversal of 
sentiment has come over the na- 
tion about- the .Army. Fornierly, 
the soldier was despised. Only 
the lowest classes would enlist, 
-and the officers secured their ap- 
pointments in the hope of profit 
from 'squeeze.' This "is being 
changed. The. status of the sol- 
dier has been transformed. The 
relative Franks of civil .and milit- 
ao' have been reversed. The 
military now takes ■; precedence 
over the -civil. High commands 
have been given to Imperial' 
princes, and the prestige of the 
military service thereby raised. 
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Good 'families now -send their 
sons as officers. The soldier is 
drawn from a different class, and 
his good conduct is a family re- 
sponsibility. 

"The new Army dates its re- 
form from the days immediately 
after the war with Japan, when 
Y'uan Shih Kai— the nioiit able 
and far-seeing of modern Chinese 
statesmen — raised a body of mo- 
dern troops whose discipline he 
maintained with drastic severity. 
The work of organizing the forces 
is steadilv proceeding. German 
methods ' of drill are largely 
adopted, and when foreign insruc- 
iors are ciiiployc-il iliey _ are in 
most cases Japanese. Chinese of- 
ficers are attached to the Ameri- 
can and to several European 
armies, studying their ways. 
Xone, so far as I am aware, is 
with the British Army. The mo- 
dern troops are individually well 
armed, but there is no uniformity 
in their weapons. This is the 
most noticeable defect, but no 
doubt this fundamental error will 
be remedied lii time. They have 
the latest appliances, including 
wireless telegraphy. Military ex- 
perts speak highly of the physi- 
que and morale of the men. 

In conclusion Dr. iforrison 
states it as his belief that the 
Westernization of this great peo- 
ple cannot but affect the whole 
world for good. New China 
comes, not as a menace to the 
West, hut as a peacfcul partici- 
pator iu world progress. 



A Qaeer-sbapcd Kble. 

An edition of the Scriptures in 
the language of Uganda has re- 
cently been published by the Brit- 
ish and Foreign Bible Society. 
The volume is in shape very long, 
but it is only three inches wide 
and about three inches thick. 

A peculiar reason occasioned 
the adoption of this form. In 
Central Africa the white ants and 
other insects rapidly destroy a 
book unless it is well protected. 
The representatives of the so- 
ciety, therefore, recommended 
that the edition mentioned be is- 
sued in a form that would fit 
into the tin biscuit boxes of a cer- 
tain firm which are very gener- 
ally used in Uganda. 

This was done, and the ant- 
proof biscuit box' is just large 
enough to hold this Bible, a small 
Bible history, and a hymnal and 
prayer-book.

Old people are often apt 
to be forgotten, or to think they 
are, but I am glad you thought 
about me." 

Immediately on tbc very hap- 
piest terms with his hearers, he 
proceeded iii a most huhian and 
touching address to sympathize 
with and consoln theni h\ their 
lot. To some, he said, old age 
was a hardship, but it did not ne- 
cessarily mean that titny could 
do nothing. He consirlt>rcd he 
was himself a great example to 
many "lazy young folks." 

Others there were who looked 
upon poverty as a Hardship.

sion that poverty stirs people up 
to do the best for themselves and 
for those around them.

Australia. 

An Australian officer thus re- 
lates his experiences in North 
Queensland. He says: 
. "At Boweu, Captain Hof took 
me out to the coloured folks of 
the district, who do an cxtensivo 
business with their gardens, 
growing tomatoes, cucumbers, 
etc, by the acre. A small meet- 
ing house has been erected, with 
sapling uprights, hcssian walls, 
thatctied roof, benches and tables 
inside, and an empty cocoa-nut 
shell does duty for a collficlioii- 
box. Our dark friends are very 
proud of their meeting-place. 
The attendance is chiefly made 
up of what are known as free 
kanaka boys, an aboriginal or 
two, and occasionally a few 
Ghinameu. The average attend- 
ance is about thirty-five, besides 
children, and they liberally help 
the work with cash, besides sup- 
plying the officers with whatever 
fruit or vegetables are in season. 
The caretaker of the meeting- 
place is a very happy, contented, 
smiling, bulky-looking man. In 
reply to a query as to how heavy 
he was, he says:

Lieut.-Col. Ycsu Ratnam writes 
as follows concerning his cam- 
paign in the Telugu countrj': 

"At Gudiwada we had an offi- 
cers' meeting, and at the close re- 
ceived a deputation of pec^le 
who had come to see us about 
rommencing Army work in their 
village. We explained the way 
iif Salvation to them, after which 
tliev said they were prepared to 
give themselves to God if we 
would only come. 
. "At night we. went to their vil- 
lage, three miles from Headquar-

An interesting glimpse into the. 
interior of New Guinea is givjpn 
in the report of the British ex- 
pedition that has for months past 
been endeavouring to reach the 
snow mountains in the centre of 
that land. 

In describing the jungle, one of 
the explorers says: 

"The mere fact that it exists 
in one of the only remaining spots 
of the world yet to be explored, 
is sufficient reason for presuming 
that the dif ficuhies to be over- 
come are exceptional. It is vir- 
gin jungle, never before troddeti 
by the foot of man ; to its hidden 
depths the natives are comjrfetc 
strangers; the pigmies from the 
hills shun it ; and the natives ^rom 
the lowlands fear it, and evince 
no desire to probe its dark mys- 
teries. 

"The outskirts and more open 
parts bordering the river are fre- 
quented by cassowary, boar, and 
wallaby, and are the haunt of the 
greater bird of paradise, whose 
shrill, joyous, call from its danc- 
ing trees enlivens these dark 
depths. Less than a mile front 
the river, the trees and saplings 
encroach upon one another to 
such an extent that it is impose- 
sible for a man to statBi at any 
spot without being touched on 
every side by their straight 
steins, 

"In addition to this there are 
heavy undergrowth and rnany 
other obstructions from falling 
and rotting trees. It is the haiint 
of all creepingthings, from the 
deadly puff adder to the greater, 
yet comparatively hirmless, py- 
thon. Noxious insects abound, 
and leeches swarm on the satur- 
ated, moss-ridden trees and jiA- 
dergrowth. Everything decay- 
ing; no air seems to circulate 
there, and what little there is is 
foetid and stifling. Dismal, dari£, 
dripping— this is the juni^e^whcr* 
for days and weefcs^ we have been 
trying to make some impression, 
if only to cut a path tAong Which 
we may squeeze through to the 
big valley, which undoubtedly 
lies 12 to 13 miles to the easti''
